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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, 13-17 and 20 are drawn to a method of obtaining antigen 
specific antibodies to a target bacterial carbohydrate antigen, classified in 
class 530, subclass 413. 

II. Claims 11,18 and 21 are drawn to an ICT assay for the detection of target 
bacteria, classified in class 436, subclass 514. 

III. Claims 12 and 19 are drawn to a method for obtaining an essentially free 
carbohydrate or antigen component from gram positive or negative 
bacteria, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions III and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case, the inventions are different. Group I is a method for obtaining 
antibodies comprising different steps then the method for obtaining an essentially free 
carbohydrate or antigen component from gram positive or negative bacteria (group III). 
The method of group I uses different reagents, and elutes a different product, i.e. 
antibodies when compared to the method of group III. Group I does not require a 
culturing step, adjusting the pH step or a size exclusion step, as does the method of 
group III. The groups are not disclosed to be useable together, they have different 
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modes of operation, different functions and produce different products. Therefore, the 
methods of group III and I are unrelated. 

Inventions III II and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are group I a method for obtaining antibodies, 
group II an ICT assay and group III a method for obtaining bacteria. The ICT assay of 
group II requires multiple zones on a strip to detect the presence of bacteria. Neither of 
the methods of group III or I requires this strip or the discreet zones. Neither of the 
methods can detect the presence of bacteria. Finally, the ICT assay requires different 
reagents then either groups I or III. Therefore, the invention of group II is unrelated to 
either group I or III, because group II has different effects and functions. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II or III, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
